DETAILED ACTION 
Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action, a Non-Final rejection (mailed on 
09/03/2009), Applicants filed a response and amendment received on 03/02/2010. In 
said amendment, claims 1-94 and 136-138 are canceled. Claims 95-135 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 2/1 0/2009 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Non-Final rejection mailed on 09/03/2009 after the filing of a 
request for continued examination on 6/4/09. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Examiner's amendment to the Claims 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 95-135 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The instant invention is drawn to a crystal of infliximab comprising infliximab and 
specific components as recited in claims 95, 105, 115 and 125 and methods of 
preparing such infliximab crystals in claims 97, 107, 117 and 127; wherein infliximab is 
an antibody that was well-known at the time of instant invention. The specification 
discloses working examples that correspond to each of the recited crystals and methods 
as encompassed by the claims (see, e.g., specification at pp. 98-99). 

The claimed infliximab crystals (and methods of preparing said infliximab 
crystals) are novel and unobvious in view of the non-infliximab components of the 
crystals (e.g., ethoxyethanol, lithium sulfate, and Tris buffer in claim 95), which crystals 
are useful for biomedical applications such as delivering large amounts of antibody in a 
small volume; it can be used to slow release infliximab antibody, for example.
